Dr. John P. Gray, Medical Superin- 


tendent ol the New York State Luna- 
tic Asylum, took the stand. 
The wit- 


ness had made the study of insanity 
his business since 1850, 
and in that 


time had treated or investigated 12,000 
eases of insanity. 
He had never seen 


single instances where the only indica- 
tion of insanity was the exhibition o!' 
immorality or wickedness 
He did not 


believe in what had been called ''moral 
insanity.'1 It was impossible to dissev 
er mental unitv so as to locate an im- 
pairment of the moral nature that was 
not accompanied by intellectual 
dete- 


rioration. 
Insanity in itself had no 


more tendency to excite to crime than 
neuralgia or any other disease. 
It puts 


nothing into a man's nature, it only 
perverts what is already there. Wit- 
ness at son.e length classified 
various 


groups of insane that had come under 
bis attention, and described the various 
phases and peculiarities of each. 
He 


did not believe that any type of in-au- 
ity existed outside of asylums that had 
not its prototype in asylums. 


Recess. 
After recess, l)r. Gray, of the New 


York State Lunatic Asylum, stated that 
he bad made a thorough, complete and 
satisfactory examination of the prison- 
er at tlie jail, and gave at some length 
the details of his examination and cou- 
vcrsation with the prisoner.

an hour had thus been taken up, Gui- 
teau remarked' "This is a very inter- 
esting story, no doubt, but it must be 
familiar by this time to cvciy one.

Tlic Pirit Christmas in America 


The ihrtuiiclcs of tbe Pilgrim-^, 


describing their arrival in Capo 
Cot] J!ay, in December, 1620, refer 
thus briefly to tile first Christinas 
spent by them in America : 


"Monday, the 2otli, being Christ- 


mas J)ay, we began to drink -water 
abosird. 
But at night the Master 


caused us to have sodfe beer; and so 
on board we had divers times now 
and then ^o'ne beer, but on shore 
none at all," 


What was done in Plymouth vil- 


lage the next Christmas is more 
fully described in the quaint lan- 
guage of Governor iJratlibrd: 


"On ye day called Christmas-day,' 


ye (Jovr called (hem out to worise ' 
(as was used), but ye meet of this 
new company cxi-nsed themselves 
and said it went against their con- 
sciences to work on ye day. So ve 
Govr told them that if they made 
it a matter of conscience, he would 
spare them until they were better 
informed. 
So he led away ye rest 


and left them, but when they came 
home at noone from their worke, he 
found them in ye streete at play, 
openly; some pitching ye barr, and 
some at stoole-ball, and fiich like 
sports. 
So he went to them and 


took away their implements, and 
told t'.,em that it was against his 
conscience, that they should play 
and others worke. 
If (hey made 


ye keeping of it matter of devotion, 
let them kepc- their houses, but ther 
should be no gaming or revelling 
in ve streets.''
